THE CHARGE OF MURDER AGAINST 
FATHER MAOFADDEN, 

The fullowing extracts from the -Duily 
Neus throw some light un Reuter's tele- 
gram about the charge of munter made 
against Father Macfad.ien and others, We 
suppose that the Sergeant McCainb, refer- 
ted to in the following reports has since 
died ;— 

Our correspondent at Falearragh telu- 
graphing last night, saya: The eviction 
campaign on tho Olphcrt catato, county 
Donegal, opened to-day, and the antire 
day was epent in obtaining possussion of 
ove house, so desperate was the resistauce 
offered. A-military and police force 200 
strong, marched from Faleurragh at nine 
o’clock for Bealam, which ws abvut three or 
four milesaway. The first house fixed on 
for clearing was that of Patrick O’Donnell 
a blickamith. The lower apertures of the 
hauav were found to have beon built up, 
aad the windows in tho upper parts had 
been converted into loep holes, from 
which, as soon us the gang of eight emer- 
gency men approached, a heavy volley of 
stones wne fired before which they were 
again and again driven back, amid the 
cheers of about 1,000 peuple who were as- 
sembled on the heights around the house 
andin front, Tha people were kept back 
by a cordon of military and police. It was 
found impossible to approach the bonse 
oponly, and from the cover of the adjoining 
forge the bailiffa threw stones at sny man 
seen at the loopholes. Two emergency 
men were wounded in the fusillade. 


a ladder was stabbed witha pitchfork. A 
hole was made in the rouf, and u shower af 
slutes descended on the bailiffs’ heads. Tho 
excitemont pradually increased, the garrison 
checring more defiantly, Amongst the 
spectators of this atruggle between the 
forces of the Crown and the dofending party 
were the two receutly-released priests — 
Father M-Fadden,. Gweedora, and Father 
Stephens—Mr Kelly, an organiser of the 
Nationat League, und priests from all parts 
of the County Donegal. The bailiffs tried 
poles, sledge hammera, and crowbars and 
tonnaged. under cover of the stunethrowing 
of half their numbar, to make a hole in the 
dvorway. Iron spikes wera hourly thrust 
out by the defendera, and the aossailanis 
foreed to relinguish the aperture, A 
patty of police fixed bayonets;.-and 
avother, armed with batons, rushed 
forward, and County Inspector Lennon 
called on the garrison to yield. The reply 
from the inside was a defiant cheer, follow- 
ed by the singing of ‘God save Ireland,’ 
and the tensnt in his abirt sleeves was seen 
looking ont of one of the: loopholes and 
heard shouting that he would not surren- 
der till his last deop of bloud waa epilled. 
Father McFadden protested ayainat the 
police acting as emergency builiffe, and was 
directed by the resident magistrate to be 
silent. The p iest rejoined thet he would 
hold the authorities Tesponsible, and the 
resident magistrate said he would ‘accept 
the responsibility, even if it included the 
order to fire into the house, Aftér two 
hours’ futile attempts to subdue the people, 
ladders having-beon brought the attempt to 
enter was renewed, and at three o'clock, 
five hours after the house waa reached, the 
resident magistrate handed the fring war- 
xant to the commanding officer. Two 
riflemen now - got cartridgea ready to place 
in. their rifles when a- party of police, 
‘with fixed” bayouets. "ran ‘up a ladder’ 
whieh had been placad-gainst the wall of 
the house. Tho forsmost man, Sergt. Me- 
Comb, was struck by a heavy-stuns on the 
hugd, and stabbed in two places with a pitch- 
fork. He fell bleeding on the ground, aod

fandiord. Mr Wybrauts Olphert, D.L. A 
halt was called at Bealam, two milea off, 
upposita the house of a blacksmith named 
Patrick O'Donnell, ‘The honse which ad- 
jeiued the fo go was propared in a most 
ingenions way for defence, Tho doorways 
aud lower windows were built up, ond levp- 
helva c nstructed in three sides of the 
house. A weel’s provisions woru laid in, 
together with heapa of stones, pitchforks, 
&c. The bailiffs on attempting tu mako a 
hole in the gabe were assailed with stones 
and a shower of slates, which came from the 
roaf. Evidently at lene} ten: persons 
were inside, and a fierce fuaillade was 
kept up for about an hour. Finally 
the bailiff) began to throw stones 
back whencvor there was a chance of stril- 
ing anyone. An enormous crowd of 
peasants had assembled, and as each volley. 
of stones was dischurged from within, ring- 
ing cheers were given. Fathor McFadden, 
of Gweedore, and Father Stephens, both of 
them recently released from prison, and 
Mr Jcha Kolly, an organizer of the 
National League, wera amougat those 
present, After ong continued delay the 
authorities decided tu force an entrance at 
tho point of the bayonet if necessary. A 
ludder waa plnced against the front wall, 
and Sergt. McCumbe ascended. He was, 
however, thrust back by pitchforks, one of 
which stabbed him on the cheek and 
another on the leg. He was also struck on 
the head by a heavy stono, and falling to 
the ground was put off duty. .The Resideht 
Bagistrate now had a conference with the 
cuunty inspector, alter which ‘the Riot Act 
was read, Thia solemn prooesding was ro- 
ceived with ringing cheers, and hostilities 
continued with undiminished vigour. The 
builiffs again and ayain rashed to the 
assault, endeavouring to protect themselvea 
with an improvised shield made of a mat- 
tress nailed to a pulo; but were as often 
forced back Ladder after Indder was 
knocked down by the defenders, and a cart 
which was wheeled up to afford cover tothe 
desiogors was practically put out of action 
by a fierce andinceasant fusillide which 
rendered the approuch to it very dangerous. 
The Resident Mugistrate was evidently 
reluctant to give firing ordera and ‘several 
times he appealed to tho parish pricsts 
and curates present to say the one word 
which he told them would avert bloodshed. 
Father McFadden declined to interfere, 
stating that nothing had been done to 
justify the extreme moasures threatened, 
and that the resident magistrate would 
be held responsible for any harm done 
to the people.—Major Meuas, the officer 
in charge of the troops, replied that the 
fact that & policeman had been stabbed 
was sullicient justification even for ordering 
the soldiers to fire if that should be neces: 
aary to sccuro the arrest of-hose inpide, all 
of whom had been guilty of felony: Fur- 
ther parley appearing to be futile, the resid- 
ent magistrate handed to Major Mivas s 
warrant formally calling upon him to aid 
the civil power by firing into the house, 
‘The major promptly ordered tw» riflemen 
to prepare to load, and they were in the 
act of inserting cartridges In their riflos 
whon Father Stephens rushed forward and 
advised the little garrison to surrendor. 
The priest's advice was followed immediately 
and withvut question, and some eight or 
ten men slowly descended a ladder amid 
the enthusiastic cheers of the spectators 
and were takeniutocustody, They willbe 
prosecuted for resisting the cuuray'of jus 
tice and for riot.

THE PAOIFIO CADLE, 

OlHawa, January 10.—There is little 
doubt now that the nuch-talked-of Aus- 
tralian-Canadian Pacifio cable; which was 
to connect India, Australia and Great 
Britain via the Canadian route, hus-fizzled 
out, Advices from Englend state that sinco 
the exposure of Sir Jolin Pender, chairman 
of tho Eastern Australasia and China cable 
companies, the Pacifica Cable haa become a 
dead lotter. 

Tho company was endeavoring to secure 
an annual subsidy fron the British, Aue. 
tratian and Canadian Governments, amount- 
ing in the aggregate te $376,000 for twenty- 
five yoars, From tho.first there has been 
strong opposition in Qanada against the 
Government incurring an ontlay represunt- 
ing au investment of $1,250,000 to encour- 
ago a private speculation from which the 
people of the Dominion would derive no 
corresponding benefits, 

Sir John Pender has shown that the re- 
preaentations made by the projectors in 
endeavoring to float their scheme are greatly 
at varinnce with tho facts. The route haa 
never been surveyed, aud it is impossible to 
estimate the depth at which cables will have 
tu be laid. The total length of cable is 
ploced at 8300 nautical miles and the prob- 
able cost at $10,000,100. Tho Dominion 
Government bad ;romised the subsidy 
‘mentioned if the other Governments con- 
j tributed proportionately ; but the atrong 
opposition to adding another burden to the 
already enormous taxation of the country, 
it ia underetvod, will result in the offer 
being withdrawn.

It involves a shocking 
‘snub to royalty, and is probably anprece- 
dented, Last night the official announce- 
ment was made in a quiet way that tho 
Royal Collego of Surgeons had adopted a 
resolution severely consuring Mackenzie 
for publishing hia book about, the illness of 
‘the German Emperor. This great blow is 

struck at Mackenzie by his own college, 

and amounts to a notification to the famons 

throat specialist by the most poworful and 

diatinguished body of medical men of Eng- 

3and that they want nothing more to do 
! with him. = : 

Mackenzio got wind of the intended ro- 
i; buke by a notice to appear before the 
council of the college und defend hiwself 
against the charge uf a breach uf proivs- 
sioual etiquette. Hoe paid no attention to 
the summons sv far as_ putting in an ap- 
{ pearance was concerned, but invoked the 
| direct interference of Empress Frederick 
and the Queen to head off the resolution of 
consure. Theo Empress wratea letter to the 
the college, through Sir Spencer Wells, rho 
pruposed the resolution, beseeching them 
not to take such a step because it would 
seriously impair her position and interests 
in Germany. This letter was written at 
Osborne on the Quecn’s letter paper. The 
Empress indicated further that Mackenzie 
wrote the bok at the solicitation of herself 
and the Queen, and that any censure passed 
on him mygt necessarily reflect an them. 
This letter was road to the college, and yot 
in the teeth of euch powerful royal persua- 
sion thry threw Mackenzie overboard and 
aided with the German ductors. The letter 
has not been made public yet, but surely 
will be when the matter becomes the subject 
ot cuntrovetay iu the papers. The great 
wonder will be how such doctors as depend 
in a great degres on royal circles for 
patronage and position could diaregard such 
a request, . 

A prominent surgeon who refnsed to 
allow his name to bo quoted said to-day : 
“It will be hard to convince the people 
that the collega was actuated by motives 
of professional hunor and not by an attack 
of professional jealousy, That ia undonb- 
tedly at the bottom of it. Few people ont- 
side the profussion realizs whut a blow this 
isto Mackenzie, and particularly when the 
Empress Victoria, backed by our Queen, 
almost went down on her knees to ward it 
off. Yet tho vote of the avllage lucked only 
two votes of being unavimeus, In my 
opinion the Empress buagled us badly in 
heading off this move as Mackenzie did in 
publishing the book, If, inatead of writing 
the letter to the college, she had quietly 
called Sir Spencer Wells and one or two 
other prominent men to Osborne and made 
the matter a personal affair instead of a 
college affair, I think the resolution might 
havo beon suppressed,”

The continued 
blessings of peace were shown in a geatify- 
ing manner by the improved occonomic 
situation of artigans. The financial position 
of the coantry was satisfactory. ‘The in- 
crease of 200,00 -,0°0 marks in the savings 
banks show that trade has improved. The 
sati-factory character of the finances had 
enabled the Govenmeut to further 
reduce taxation. Among the measures 
announced by the Emperor aro bills to 
further iucrease the emolumenta of the 
clergy -of all denominativns ; improve the 
position of teachers in clementary schools ; 
and the development of railways. Tho 
assignment of extraordinary resources 
to further extend them will be asked. 
Credit. will be asked for the relief of sutfar- 
era by floods in 1888.

The room in which Kaiser Frederick died 
is atated to have been completely disman- 
led, Notliing remaina to tél of the 
noble sufferer’s presence bots crosi on the 
wall and an inscription recording the date 
of his death. This is in marked contrast 
with the death chamber of Kaiser Wilhelm 
I which is carefully presorved exactly as 
it was when thu Kaiser died. The Dowager 
Empress Victoria is desizous of buying an 
estate in England, instead of living in her 
native country.
